He conclufion of the laft, referr’d 
a3 to examine what a Condition 
our Colonies and Plantations 

would have been in, according to common 
Conjeéture, in Cafe the French had been 
what We pretend to be, viz. Mzifers of the 
Sez. 

*Tis hard to fay all that would have hap- 
pened ; but thefe few Confequences will, 
prefume, be granted us. 

‘3. A General Interruption of Commerce, 
with all its Circumftances and Concomi- 
tants God knows, "tis but /o fo, 
that our Trade is maintain’d as itis; Ships 
are detain'd,Convoys backward, abundance 
run the rifque without Convoy, and fall 
into the Enemies hands 4 the dearne(s of 
our Sugars, and all the feveral Comniodi- 
ties which are the Growth of our Colonies, 


~ are a Demonttration of the Interruption of 


our Commerce ; and if the French were 
Mafters at Sea, ’tis ealier to guefS how it 
would be with us, than ‘twould be to 
support the Charge of it: If we lofe 
abundance of ovr Ships now, we fhould 
hare none come fafe then; if we pay 
a great price for our Sugars now, we 
fhould have none then forcur Money, uh- 
lefs we bought them of our Enemies. In 
thort, if the French were Mafters ‘at Sea, 


as we fhould have no Trade to the Plan- 
tations, fo we fhould have ‘no Plantations 
to Trade to, ina few Years; for. they. 
would not befuch #i Husbands of the Ad- 
vantage as weare. 

2. The Interraption of Commerce: in 
our Weft Indies, would infallibly ftarve our 
Plantations. The Terra Firma would be 
ruin’d for want of Trade, and the Iflands 
for want of Foods one would be ftarv'd 
for want of a Market for their Corn, 
and the other for want of Corn for their 
Market. 

Our Colonfes depend upon one another, 
as the Belly and the Members; the Iflands 
are fupply’d with all magner of Provifions, 
as Wheat, Peafe, Beans, Beer, Fith, Pork, 
Beef, and Live Cattle from the Main Land, 
viz. New England, New York, &c. as th 
firft cannot fubfift without thefe Proviff- 
ons, fo the laft carinot fubfift as to Trade, 
without the Market for the Value they 
receive from the Iflands, in return for 
their Provifions, whichis in Sugar; Me- 
jaifes, Rum, and Pieces of Bight, is-the 
Profit of all their Plantatiens; pays the 
Planters Rent and Labour, and remits to: 
England by the Merchant, -in. Payment for 
the Manufa@ture fent. them: from hence.

&c, could make of their own Growth, to 
Europe, and which would fell here, would 
hardly pay for the Women’s Topknots 
we fend them; their Beaver Trade is quite 
fail’d, the Quantity there, nor the Price 
here, bearing any Proportion to what it 
ued to be; the reft of the Furrs are in- 
confiderable and low Priz’d, There is in- 
deed a Trade in Timber, Hemp, Flax, 
Pitch, Tarr, Copper, &c. which might 
jn time be rais’d to a vaft Magnitude, to 
the Infinice Advantage both of thofe Co- 
lonies in Particular, and to England in 
General; but as I never expeét. ro fee us 
take a ftep fo much in our own Favour, 
{a unlefs this Paper bare a Title of a R- 
view of the Affairs of England, inftead of 
France, 1 cannot fatisfy my felf to launch 
out into fuch a Digrefhon, tho’ ’tis a Mor- 
titcation co me to refrain it. 

I remember in the nning, of this 
Undertaking, the vaft Profpeét 1 had be- 
fore me, prompted me to fay, That Life 
was more likely to be wanting to finifh 
the Subject, than Subje&t wanting to fup- 
ply the Paper; this fome took for the Au 
thor’s Vanity, and I have been more than 
once reprov’d for it; but fince I have put 
out to Sea, and fail’d to the Weft Indies, 
what with our own Colonies, the Spani- 
ards American Settlement,.and the French, 
1 find my felf in fuch a. Throng of Subje€s, 
that I begin to Queftion when I hhall get 
back again. 

This prefent Subjeét is what our Condi- 
tion would be, as to our Colonies and 
Plantations in the Weft Indies, if the French 
were Mafters at Sea? 

’Tis needlefs to tell how we muft watch 
Opportunities to flip away with our Ships, 
and skulk from Ifland to Ifland; how our 
fwnall Squadrons muft run the rifque of fall- 
ing in with their great Fleets, and not one 
Ship in five come fafe;. how our, Trade 
mufi all come North about, and the hazards. 
of thofe Seas make us run ten times the 
rifque, and our Voyages be twice as long 
as before; thefe are the fimalleft part of 
the Confequences if the French, were Ma- 
fters.of the Sea, and purfued the Advan-. 
t of.it, with the fame Diligence they 
we to.do,in other Cafes 3. all our Iland. 
Cotonys sawf fall into their. hands, Bars 
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badoes muft Capitulate for Bread, and Ar: 
ticle to be brought home to England. 

That little Ifland could no more | 
tocooo Mouths, which by a general Com - 
puration islefs than the Number that now 
fubfift there, without a Communication of | 
Trade with the Contiment, than London or 
Paris without the influx of Trade from tite — 
neighbouring Country. The Negroes — 
would devour them; and like a Town be- © 
fieg’d they muft Surrender at Difcretion; — 
the Safety and Profperity of all our Plan- 
tations, without queftien, depends upon 
the Mafterfhip of the Sea, which we muft 
maintain. : ; 

But the natural Inference from hexxe is, 
that if ic be true, That on the French bee 
ing, Mafters of the Sea, all our Ifland Co- 
lonies would fall into their Hands; fince we 
then are Mafters at Sea, and have been fo 
for feveral. Years, why have not the Coe 
lonies of the French, in like manner, fallen 
into our Hands? Why have we notRuine © 
ed. their Plantations, interrupted their 
Commerce, Defeated their little Squa- 
drons, Intercepted the Convoys of their 
Provitions, and taken their Ships ?- 

Let thofe Gentlemen anfwer the Que- 
ftion whofe proper Bufinefs it has been to 
dire&t Affairs in thofe Parts; the Part of 
this Paper fhallalways be to Obferve, but 
never to Reflect. 

But this Confequence will be Natural: 
from the Premifes, viz. That ’tis apparent 
from hence, that we do not make the fame 
Ufe of our Advantage as the Enemy does, 
and as indeed We ought. | 


"Twas the Chara&er of Hannibal, That 
he knew how to Conquer, but not how to 
Subdue; he knew how to fight a Battle, 
and gain a glorious Vi€tory, but not how 
to make the juft Improvement of his Ad- 
vantages when they were obtain’ds and this 
was a juft Charge upon him in the Cafe cf 
the Battle of Camne; He had Routed the 
Roman Army,Slaia their Contuls, and 80000 
Romans in the Field. Had he March’d his 
Widtorious Troops dire&ly to Rome, he 
had ended the War, and the Roman Com-> 
mon-wealth, both at a blow; but tritling 
the Time away, atter chat he never came 
atthe like pe tag alt and the Omiffion 
was the Deftrustion of. his own Country, 
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Ee : of the Coi:merce between the Spaniards 
and the French in America: Had Expedi- 
tions well contriv’d, and Orders wifely 
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nit peas Nations been Employ’d, ever 
fis the Vidtory at La Hogue, to the De- 


rru€tion of the Enemies Strength in Ame- 


_ rica, and elf{«where on the Coafts of France ; 
Had we made ule of the Advantages of 


our Superiority at Sea, to the Deftruétion 


een faithfully and vigo- 


enough given, 
Reale “fee I may fay: without offence, 


 jemuft have been impofhible for the Spaniards 


to have maintained themfelves on the Con- 
tinent, but our Privateers from famaica 
would have Ruined them, and Enrich’d 


- themfelves by conftant Depredations. 


Had our Advantages been purfued, their 
Iflands muft have fallen into.our Hands, 
the Colonies at Martinico, Guadalupe and 
St. Chriftopbers, muft -have run the Fate of 
Port a Paix, and one have been Deftroy’d 
as well the other; and nothing but the 
fame Scandal that lay on the Vitorious 
Hannibal can be.faid to it; That. we know 
better how to Fight for,and the French how 
to Manage a Vittory. 

For eit all our Mafterthip of the Sea, 
the French even among our own Colonies 
take our Ships, Interrupt our Trade, and 
Enrich themfelves with the Spoil of the 

lantations. 
: Icould go on with the melancholy Ac- 
count, and. Defcribe the Condition: our 
Iilands are often in, the miferable Lofs -of 
ovr Men in Expeditions to thofe Parts. 
°Tis an unhappy Truth, which this Pa- 
rhas no Concern in, That in feveral 
Expeditions to onr-Plantations in Amezisa, 
{uch Mortality has feized our Men, that the 
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our Forces, without fo much as attempting, 


the Defign they went upon. ‘ 
Let othets take upon them the Ungrace- 
ful and Dangerous Orlice of Enquiring into, 


and Satyrizing upon the Reafonsand Caufes. 


of thefe Defetts; *tis not to our Purpofe, 
whether they proceed immediately from 
Heaven, as a Judgment on our Underta- 
king, which fome People (ill Natur’d 
enough) pretend to, or whether from ill 


Conduét, want of neceffary Care of, and. 


needful Provitions for the Men, I fhall not 
examine ; but this I muft note, that in the 
Squadrons fent to thofe Countries from 
France, we are aflured they have never 
fuffered in Proportion to us. 

Not but thac the Coafts of America, in 
the dattom of the Bay of Mexico, whither 
thole Ships have gone, was always ac- 
counted equally unhealthy, if not more 
than any of our Iflands. 

But there are certainly fume Reafons, 
which we are not yet arriv’d to a know- 


ledge of; there is fomething in it, which we. 


are not in a way tocome at; whole Regi- 
ments would’ not dye like rotten ‘Shee 
with~ no deficient Conduét; ‘it is not fo 
with other Nations, it-has not always 
beer fo with ours. 

Wherever the Reafon of this lies, there 
lie the Reafoits why we have not made 
the fame ule of our Advantages: at Sea, 
that other Nations would have done, and 


that in Reafon might have been expected 


from us; and they that know thefe Reas 
fons, would do their Country good Serviee 
to difcover them.:

Confederate both againft him and his Na- 
tive Country; may even continue where 
he is, asto Religion; for that we Covet in 
England no {uch Proteftants. 

Another Grave Gentleman put a Quefti-
